The fact of a man's being rich should 
not bar his way to the Senate, but if it 
can be proven that he nses his wealth 
to farther bis Senatorial ambition a 
public opinion should be created that 
would make the position uncomfortable. 
The case of Senator Payne, of Ohio, is 
in point. While the fact has not been 
established that he purchased votes, it 
is so clear that he used money freely to 
secure his seat that the honor which 
belongs to the position when fairly 
obtained is in his case much dimmed. 
The fact that be occupies the seat that a 
Legislature might have given to Senator 
Thurman singles him out as an example 
of his class.— S. F. Call.

WAR CLOUD* IN EGBOPR. 


Winter ia over, and we would gladly 


heir that in every portion of onr north- 
ern hemisphere useful industry is wiv- 
ing. Humanity ctnstitntea on* grtat 
body, and the general weal is promoted 
by the prosperity of individual mem- 
bers. It were pleasant to learn, there- 
fore, that the farmers of Enrope are be- 
ginning to lill their fields, and that 
brighter skies are giving promise of 
bountiful crops and rich fruit*. But 
there daily eome across the ocean dis- 
quieting reports. Death is preparing 
to reap a vast harvest. It ia not indeed 
rumors of the spread of cholera or the 
stealthy step of plague that prophesy of 
over-filled graves, but hints of war. 
Europe has long been a vast camp, but 
there are fears that mustering hosts will 
soon shake the ground by their tramp 
or fill the air with the sounds of conflict. 
And there is reason to apprehend that 
there will noon be % chance to learn 
whether the huge ironclads of our day 
are as vulnerable or destructive as the 
frigates of the armada in the sixteenth 
oentury, or the seventy-fours ol Nelso» 
ia the present century. 


Trouble is feared from Kussia. The 


Muscovite is thought to bs fomenting 
trouble in the entire east. Greece has 
been restless for months, and has chal- 
lenged Turkey. Servia has been kept 
uneasy and bus thrown down the 
gauntlet to Bu'gaiia. Tbe union of the 
latter province with Koumelia has been 
a pretext for diplomatic notes and 
haughty threats. But behind all these 
troubles the hand of the Czar is thought 
to be active. He ia moving the puppets. 
Restless as Greece habitually is, she 
weuld hardly defy the Turk unless she 
had a mighty protector in reserve. The 
feeble powers at the Balkan would 
hardly provoke the jealousy of mightier 
nations unless their growth were sup- 
posed to stand in the way of cherished 
ambitions of other potentates. And 
the explanation of all the movements 
imperiling the peace of Enrope is the 
longing of the Czir for Constantinople

nations of Europe agree as to the divis- 
ion of his estates, the Turk would not 
long be tolerated in that continent.

Tbe attoivtaary of the Federalism rf 


the Tra*s Bnione ol the SUM, which 
was declaW'a legal holiday by Gover- 
nor Stoneman, was celebrated by all the 
Trades Uniono of San Francisco, and 
was generally observed as a holiday bj 
the banks, public offices and business 
firms. A picnic and entertainment at 
Woodward'* Garden, under the auipioea 
of the Federated Trades, filled tbe pro- 
gramme of the day. *A leading feature 
of the celebration was a grand torchlight 
procession Tuesday night. Hours be- 
fore it started both sides of the thor- 
oughfares, along the route of march was 
crowded with people, as well as the 
roofs and windows of the buildings lin- 
ing these streets. The procession start- 
ed at about 8:30 P. M,, and took over an 
hour in passing a given point. Tite- 
works were discharged during the entire 
march by those in line and alao by the 
spectators from the windows and aide- 
walks, and the pyrotechnic display, 
with tbe torches carried by the march- 
ers, served to brilliantly illuminate the 
entire route of the procession. The pro- 
cession was reviewed by Governor 
Stoneman. Tbe Seaman's Union, which 
presented » remarkably fine appearance 
in sailor costumes, was loudly ceeered.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Two Chinese 


oases from California, were decided by 
the Supreme Court to-day. One was 
Yeek Wo against Peter Hopkins, Sheriff 
of tbe city and county of San Francisco, 
from the Supreme Court of the State. 
The other was Wo Lee against Peter 
Hopkins, an appeal in a habeas corpus 
case from the Circuit Court of the 
United States. The plaintiffs were con- 
victed under an ordinance of the city 
and county of San Francisco prohibit- 
ing tbe carrying on of laundries in frame 
buildings aud were sentenced to prison. 
Tbe Supreme Court holds the ordinance 
lo be discriminating against tbe Chinese 
and in, therefore, illegal and in violation 
of the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution. The decision of the lower 
Court was reversed and tbe case re- 
manded, with direction to discharge tbe 
prisoners from custody. Justice Mat- 
thews rendered the decision of the 
Court.

These can be had only by 
perfectly fair treatment of all men 
within the party, and in fair treatment 
we include perfect freedom to select 
representatives to nominating and other 
conventions. Tbe leaders of tb» party, 
the men to whom the party lo) lowers 
look for the right management «f the 
business of the party, owe it to them- 
selves and to tbe organization, uud the 
State, to see to it that there is *iven the 
broadest opportunity for the freest ex- 
pression of the will of the party mem- 
bers.

It ia expected that the Supreme Court 


of the State will render a derision upon 
the Judiciary Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture ol 1885 at an early day. The cat* 
was argued and submitted two weeks 
ago, and eminent lawyers are divided in 
their opinion aa to ita constitutionality. 
It ia believed by many members ol tbe 
legal fraternity that tbe court can give 
plausible reasons in support ol its decis- 
ion whether it be for or against tbe Act, 
but whatever the opinion ol tho Court 
may be, it ia plainly evident that a large 
majority ol the members of the bar are 
opposed to the Act. This opposition 
may arise from selfish motives, but 
whatever the cause it certainly exists. 
This county has good cause, for com- 
plaint against the Act. for whiU it in.- 
creates the proportion of the Judges' 
salaries, it ia made ineligible for the 
residence of any ot the Judges. Thh) 
unjust discrimination against Humboldt, 
was doubtless due to the narrow-minted 
partisanism of the advocates ol the 
measure, as Wionemnoca ia tbe moat aty 
cessible and centrally located town fa 
the State, but, should tbe Act be de> 
clared constitutional, this defect can, be 
remedied by the next Legislature, which,', 
it ia hoped, will not allow partisan prejr 
ndioea to control its actions as the last 
one did.
